W illiam Clark w as born a g en tle­ 
man and is a g rad u ate of Ox ford uni­ 
versity, in Eng land. His present situ ­ 
ation Is the result of too g reat an ap­ 
p etite for w hisky and sm all capacity 
for work. In fact, his health is 
in 
su.'h a state, b ecause of his too olose 
acquaintance with the flowing bow» ,
